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THE   SCHOOL'S   PART   IH   THE   UIRR   EFFORT 


Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the  school  has 
become  a  vital  channel  through  which  our 
country  and  government  is  able  to  solve 
many  of  its  pressing  problems.  Our  school's 
participation  in  these  problems  has  been  an 
immense  help  in  the  war  effort. 

Soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year,  the  government  sent  out  a  challenge 
to  all  schools  to  collect  enough  scrap  to 
meet  the  demands  of  our  war  needs.  With 
the  help  of  State,  County,  and  local  trucks, 
our  school  drive  covered  the  entire  school 
district  and  was  a  great  success,  having 
collected    1251/2    tons   of   scrap.     Simultan- 


eous to  this  drive  the  girls  conducted  a 
U.S.O.  Campaign  in  which  they  canvassed 
the  town  in  soliciting  contributions  for  the 
U  S.O.  The  returns  from  this  campaign 
amounted  to  a  total  of  $400.46. 

The  G.R.  girls  supervised  the  job  of  gath- 
ering clothing  through  out  the  school  district 
and  the  town  for  refugee  children  and  for 
the  poor  children  who  live  in  the  Southern 
Apcalachian  Regions  of  the  United  States. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  many 
new  courses  have  been  supplemented  to 
tro'n  and  give  students  a  first  class  knowl- 
edge of  various  classes  of  war  work  as  soon 


as  they  graduate  from  school,  so  they  will 
be  able  to  take  over  essential  jobs  without 
further  schooling.  For  these  different  jobs 
the  courses  of  Pre-Flight  Aeronautics,  Trigo- 
nometry, Pre- Induction  Mathematics,  and 
Pre-lnduction  Science  were  made  available 
to  all  students. 

Because  of  the  scarcity  of  doctors,  as  a 
prevention  toward  avoiding  accidents,  and 
l^'arn'ng  how  to  save  lives,  a  course  in  First- 
/•  d  was  made  avaMable  to  students  in  high 
school.  This  course  was  sponsored  through 
the  school  by  the  local  Red  Cross  Chapter. 

This  year  a  course  in  Physical  Education 
was  made  compulsory  for  all  boys  and  girls 
from  the  7th  to  12th  grades  inclusive,  here- 
to-fore, not  required.  The  program  was  put 
into  effect  to  help  build  stronger  bodies, 
and  as  a  whole  to  maintain  and  build  up  the 


health    of   young    boys   and    girls,    which    is 
important  during  these  times. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  largest 
jobs  undertaken  by  the  school,  and  handled 
very  efficiently,  was  the  distribution  and 
issuing  of  War  Ration  Book  1,  Gasoline 
Ration  Book  A,  and  War  Ration  Book  2. 

The  school  has  also  been  helping  in  the 
financ'ng  of  the  War,  approximately 
$700.00  worth  of  stamps  and  $1600  in 
bonds  have  been  sold  up  to  date,  April  1, 
1943.  This  job  was  sponsored  by  the  F.F.A. 
organization.  The  boys  also  repaired  ma- 
chinery and  built  farm  equipment  for  the 
farmers. 

As  we  summarize  the  major  activities  of 
the  school,  we  realize  that  the  school  has 
contributed  a  great  deal  and  has  played  an 
important  part  in  the  War  Effort.

TO    THE    SEniORS 


In  the  "Ordinance  of  1787,"  the  governing  document  of  the  "North-West 
Territory,"  we  find  this  immortal  sentence;  "Religion,  morality,  and  knowl- 
edge, being  essential   to  good  government-  and   the   happiness  of   mankind, 

schools  and  the  means  of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged."  This 
sentence  not  only  summarizes  the  political  ideology  of  the  time,  but  clearly 
outlines  the  aims  and  importance  of  education  in  the  Democratic  Philosophy. 

The  "Mod  Dog  of  Berchtesgaden"  has  built  a  regime  on  the  notion  of 
race  superiority  and  the  tenet  that  people  exist  solely  for  the  glory  of  the 
state,  and  incidentally,  their  rulers.  Human  rights,  religious  rights,  and 
political  rights  are  non-existant  by  Doctrine — except  in  the  nebulous  future 
when  all  other  races  have  been  reduced  to  slavery. 

It  is  inevitable  that  such  incompatable  philosophies  should  be  engaged 
in  a  global  war  of  annihilation — which  must  destroy  one  or  the  other.  We 
have  no  choice  but  to  pay  the  price  of  victory — in  casualties,  in  effort,  in 
inconvenience,  and  in  suffering. 

But  after  the  war  is  won,  then  what?  Winning  a  war  cannot  preserve 
ideals  or  establish  principles!  It  can  only  give  them  another  chance!  Our 
forefathers  were  perhaps  wiser  than  they  knew  when  they  wrote  ".  .  .  schools 
and  the  means  of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged."

Here  one  can  find  the  opportunity  to 
gain  a  proficiency  in  a  desired  sport.  The  program  offers  many  recreational 
noon-day  periods,  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.  Our  1942-43  program  included: 
Touch  Football,  Basketball,  Boxing,  Volleyball,  Track  and  Field  Events,  Ping- 
Pong,  Horseshoes,  Softball  and  Tennis.

The  girl's  physical  education  department  had  a  very  full  schedule  this  year. 
Because  of  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  shown  for  the  various  sports  we  or- 
ganized a  Junior  and  a  Senior  Girls  Athletic  Association  to  further  the  intra- 
mural and  class  program.  Softball,  basketball,  volleyball,  ping  pong,  shuffle- 
board,  bicycling,  open  road,  and  calisthenics  were  a  few  of  the  sports  offered. 
The  program  endeavored  to  secure  personal  development,  appreciation,  skills 
and  attitudes  that  make  for  self-expression  play,  recreation  and  wholesome 
use  of  leisure  time. 

This  program  is  not  only  valuable  to  the  student  while  she  is  in  school, 
but  it  is  a  great  asset  to  her  even  after  graduation,  as  a  citizen  of  her  com- 
munity, state,  and  nation.
